He is currently 
using a Cushcraft beam antenna (height about 45 feet) with an 
Icom 706 and has worked many countries and zones with only 100 
watts.

the past month and a half: a Kenwood TS950SD and a Kenwood 
TS950SDX. He discussed the strengths and weaknesses of both 
radios and has decided that both are worth keeping. He will also 
be increasing his mobile activity using the Yaesu FT100 and Heil 
HC4 boom mic.

At this meeting we didn't go around the table as we usually do; 
instead, to allow plenty of time for discussions about the emails 
flying around the internet about removing contest results from 

QST we: 

1) voted in a new member, AA3XZ, Brian Kent. 

2) listened to W3ZZ say there was no new news from CQ; however he 
did remind us to get the logs in on time and only via email. He 

said the received logs are "cleaner" now. And we learned that 
K3ZO volunteered to type the CQ contest logs for anyone without 
computer/email so the Spanish CQ magazine printed that and Fred 
received 50 EA logs. It took him three days to enter the data. 

3) Then we spent the rest of the meeting hearing from N4MM about 
the statement that ARRL may delete contest results from QST. John 
said: 

A) The league finances are tight. There has been a deficit 

the past three years. The league has hired a new financial person 
and revenue is up. 

B) Some of the emails we have read are based upon leaked and 
distorted information. 

C) If ARRL reduces the size of QST, it has to be in 16 page 
increments. 

D) The reduction in the number of pages in QST is 

recommended by the Administration and Finance committee to the 
board of directors. 

4) From the floor it was suggested: 

A) That ARRL hold forums at hamfests to discuss what to do. 

B) That ARRL first put scores and write-up on the web and 

then, after a year trial period, reconsider how much of the 

contest results/write-up to remove from QST, if any. 

C) If the scores were on the web, software could be used to 

extract and format data that is more useful in planning strategy 

and comparing scores between similar stations; it would save 
digging through the scores. 

D) That print copies of QST could be replaced by a "pdf" 


file (i.e. delivered via the internet). 
E) That web pages can not be read in the bathroom, in most 
homes. 


John, N4MM, did an excellent job of explaining the situation and 
then answering all the questions.
